Small asserting that Wil- 
liam D. (Buck) Evans, a member of 
the grand jury, circulated the story 
after failing to obtain money or a 
Job from the administration. 


The sensational charge was made 


through a statement 
in which the 


governor made public a letter re- 
ceived by him from c. H. Jenkins, di- 
rector of 
public welfare, 
dealing 


•with alleged grand jury 
corruption 


and purporting to be an expose of 
political forces at work to destroy 
Small and same of his colleagues. 


REFERS TO HUMORS. 


In his letter to the governor Jen- 


kins referred to rumors afloat for 
some time that State's Attorney Mor- 
timer possessed information connect- 
ing friends at Gov. Small with at- 
tempts to fix the grand jury so it 
•would not return 
the Indictments 


last July. 


When these rumors finally reached 


publication, Jenkins, 
according 
to 


the letter, was informed that they in- 
volved him in an alleged attempt to 
bribe Evans. 


MAKES LETTERS PUBLIC. 


Gov. Small made public two let- 


ters said to Wive been received by 
Director Jenkins from Evans offer- 
ing to trade information of a grand 
jury scandal for jobs for himself and 
son.

public consumption. 


Every newspaper rnan was offered 
the story, in direct or indirect man- 
ner. It "is significant that rone but 
i-eporters for the Journal 
and the 


News, two of the 
Chicago 
dailies 


[which have acted as mouthpieces for 
Attorney-General Brundage. States' 
Attorney Mortimer and 'Boss' Sulli- 
!van would print the 'story.' 
Reput- 


able news associations, and 
many 


newspapers, would have nothing to 
do with the story, although 
it was 


placed at their 
disposal. 
Their re- 


fusal needs no further comment. 


"I do not think It necessary for me 


to say that the whole charge is a 
'damnable lie, the result of a conspir- 
acy long ago entered into, when all 
attempts at blackmail 
had failed. 


Let me present to you briefly tha 
facts and the evidence: 


KNEW EVANS. 
' 


"I know 'Buck' Evans. In 
his 


liaunts in Springfield he is a well 
loiown character. I neither saw him 
nor talked to him while he served as 
a' grand juror. Sometimes after the 
prand jury had adjourned he came to 
my office, said he would like to ap- 
ply for a position as a member of the 
miners' examining board, and said: 


$12,000 SPENT. 


" 'By the way, I've got a lot of in- 


' formation you might 
be Interested 


In. 
I've J«st been discharged as a 


Brand juror, and can talk. I never 
saw such a crooked 
thing in my 


life. They spent $12,000 getting that 
Indictment. If I give you the stuff 
•Bill you get me a jobT 
"I told him I was naturally Inter- 


ested, and suggested that he prepare 
liis statement and secure corroborat- 
ive evidence 
if he could. He then 


asked me for money which I refused. 


"He returned repeatedly, bringing 


nothing more tangible in the way of 
'evidence than his bald assertion that 
$12,000 had been 
spent 
to 
Indicf 


•Small,' but was always insisting on 
a job. On each visit he was so in- 
toxicated that a sane discussion of 
the 
matter was 
impossible, and 


finally I had to refuse to see him. 


WOULD FRAME STORY. 


"Shortly thereafter I was called to 


the phone. Evans was on the wire. 
This was the substance of the con- 
versation: 


MADE THREATS. 


"'If you don't get me a job I'll 


fix you. You know I can always e=t 
the jack from the other fellows. 
I'll 


make an affidavit 
that will ruin 


you.' At that point I hung up the 
receiver. At a later date he phoned 
again and threatened that unless he 
had a job by night he would 'ruin 
me forever.' 


INDICTED AS REVENGE. 


"I vetoed ?7,000,000 of appropria- 


tions in which a number of gentle- 
men were peculiarly interested and 
saved that amount of money to the 
taxpayers of Illinois. 
I refused to 


permit 
Attorney-General Brundagc

shop crafts will be handed down by

board Thursday. The decision, which 
supplants the national agreements 
entered into by the employes with 
the United States railroad aclmmls- 
.ration, will form the ground-work 
on which the adjudication of all fu- 
ture wage disputes between railroads 
and their employes will be based. 


OPENS WAY TO LOW WAGES 
The ruling opens the way for the 


railroads to ask for lower wages for 
the shop crafts employes, the labor 
board having 
announced 
that 
It 


would consider no further wage re- 
ductions for any class of employes 
until working rifles for that clasr 
had been disposed of. 


400,000 AFFECTHD. 


The new rules will affect approxi- 


mately 400,000 employes and become 
effective immediately. When normal 
conditions are restored it is esti- 
mated that fully 450,000 men will be 
affected and the railroads will have 
an annual payroll savins of approxi- 
matey $50,000,000 annually. 


This decision, transcending in basic 


Importance the $400,000,000 wage cut 
of last July, was unanimous, •no 
group of the labor board presenting 
a dissenting opinion. 


r BROADEN WORK. 


The rules effective today broaden 


the scope of each craft's work. The 
machinist working on running re 
pairs may connect or disconnect any 
wiring, coupling or pipe connections 
necessary to repair machinery or 
equipment. This work was previous 
ly assigned to electricians and sheet 
metal workers only. 


Under the new rules, engineers 


firemen and cranesmen are not pro 
hibited from making such repairs to 
cciuipment on the lines of the road 
as they are qualified to perform. The 
new rules thus allow train operative 
to perform repair work even though 
it is ordinarily considered shop me 
chanic's work. 


Boiler makers' helpers under th- 


new rules are given the job of -e 
moving and replacing grates. Unde

Sullivan Bank Short 


$47,849 in July 1916 


Adding Machine Slips Showing Wrong Footing Intro- 


duced in Steele Defense. 


Sullivan, Dec. 1.—The outstanding 


feature ol Thursday forenoon's ses- 
sion of the Steele embezzlement trial 
was the introduction of two adding 
machine tapes showing erroneous 
footings on Individual deposit records 
prior to the three-year period cov- 
ered by the4 Indictment. 


The slips, found by Bank Examiner 


J. W. McClellan in the course of the 
Investigation of the bank's affairs at 
the closing last March, were held 
competent by the court over the ob- 
jection of the state as tending to 
show long continued falsification of 
the bank's records. 


ONE $13,566.08 ERROR. 


One of these slips showed an error 


ot $13,366.08 on October 1, 1913, made 
in a similar manner to those shown 
during the last three years. The 
other Indicated the total shortage of 
the bank had grown to $17,849.29 by 
July 17, 1916, the date o£ the 'reor- 
ganization of the bank as a state 
bank. This error also was shown in 
the adding machine slips by padding 
the dally deposits and presumable 
extraction of cash to the extent of 
the fictitious Increase. 


IMPORTANT EVIDENCE. 


In ruling on the admission of this 


evidence, Judge Eoggs remarked that 
it was Important as eliminating Ray 
and Craig, bookkeepers, from any 
connection with the falsification of 
the records and showing such work 
had been done by someone In the 
bank before either or both were em- 
ployed there. 


No suspicion of error in the rec- 


ords, either by intention or other- 
wise, has attached to either Ray or 
Cradg. 


The errors referred to were shown 


by the testimony of J. W. McClellan, 
bank examiner, and Harold Ray, 
bookkeeper of the bank. 


BAR EVIDENCE. 


The defense sought to show by 


Miller Weir that during the investi- 
gation of the bank's affairs Mr. 
Steele assisted in disclosing the true 
condition, but this lino of evidence 
was barred on objection by the state. 
He did say, however, that Steele 
made proof of individual ledgers 
showing errors In the footings. 


Mr. Ray corroborated statements 


made previously by George Huskln- 
son, assistant bank examiner, show- 
ing that at the time o£ various bank 
examinations Cashier Whitfield ran 
the trial balances on the adding ma- 
chine and gave them to the examin- 
ers. The defense sought to show that 
Ray offered his services to Whitfield 
to make these balances but his offer 
was rejected. On objection from the 
state this was not perrmt'.ed to bo 
shown. 


WHITFTEILD DID WORK. 


Ray was allowed to show, however,

Whitfield garage, that was carried as 
a cash Item for several days, perhaps 
weeks, but finally disappeared with- 
out being charged to the Whitfield 
account. 


On the day a certain shortage of

Harshman deposit account was cred- 
ited with $2,000, eaid Mr. Ray. Riay 
sa.!d that in making tip the daily cash 
Item record he always was told the 
amount of the currency In the safe, 
but the other Items he could see for 
himself. Mr. Ray was ^till on the 
stand at noon.

Mr. Eshelman started the ftpdlt In 


the latter part of December, 1920, he 
tald the jury, but said he was forced 
to suspend for several days because 
he discovered the absence of vouchers 
showing disbursement for the pur- 
chase of certain automobiles. Sales 
of thes9 automobiles ware shown, he 
said, but there was nothing to ac- 
count for their purchase. 


DEPOSIT 
MADE. 


When the audit was resumed the 


fust of January, 1921, Mr. Eshelman 
said he was furnished with the can- 
celed vouchers and bank pass-book, 
In which an entry had been made ex- 
actly corresponding with the paid 
drafts, which amounted approximate- 
ly to $18.000. The witness was per- 
mitted to state that he credited the 
investment account of Z. B. Whit- 
field with the amount of the deposit 
shown. Tho deposit in the bank had 
been made, witness said, during the 
interim between the time he told the 
firm he would have to be provided 
with the missing papers relating to 
the purchase of the cars, and the re- 
sumption of the audit. 


ON BOARD OF TRADE. 


The defense had promised to show 


that 
Whitfield 
operated 
on the 


board of trade through J. A. Davis 
of Sullivan, Paul F. Town and George 
H. Phillips, cashier and broker, re- 
spectively, with the Riordon, Martin 
and Company commission firm of 
Chicago, were called to testify as to 
a certain transaction on the board 
qf trade, handled by them for J. A. 
Davis and two for his brother, E. W. 
Davis, who later testified that his 
name had been used, but the trans- 


sctlons actually were carried on by 
J. A, DavW. The three transactions 
Involved checks on -the Merchants 
and Farmers Bank totaling 53,500. 


The state did not question that the 


checks had been received and paid 
out, but did object to the admission 
of the commission firm's records as 
'evidence, and the 
court 
sustained 


the objection, holding that witnesses' 
testimony was sufficient. 


THAT ADDING MACHINE. 


The bank's adding machine that 


has been the 
center of the whirl- 


wind, "out np" a little more Wednes- 
day afternoon, when In an attempt 
by Miller Weir, expert bank exam- 
iner, to show that it could be made 
to register 
a 
less 
amount than 


actually 
appeared 
in certain col- 


umns of figures, It balked and ab- 
solutely refused to show any guch 
thing. 


Mr. Weir, who previously had test- 


ified that this machine was "crook- 
ed," found that it would, not func- 
tion, but testified that it could be 
manipulated to show 
a less total 


than \he true one, just as It had 
been 
made to' show an Increased 


total In the case of the footings o£ 
the bank's daily balance sheets. 


As a point tending to show that 


their client could not have been ex- 
pected to detect the crooked work on 
the adding machine, counsel sought 
to show by Mr. Weir that in all his 
twenty years' 
experience he had 


never found a system like the one 
employed in this instance; but on 
objection of the state this evidence 
was not allowed. 


SAW NO SHORTAGE IN NOTES. 
On cross 
examination Mr, Weir 


was asked if he knew of a short- 
age in the bills receivable, the notes 
held by the bank, at the time of the 
investigation last spring. 
He said 


no shortage of that description had 
come to his attention.

AUTO HAD CURTAINS. 


"All the auto curtains were down. 


It seemed that the car stopped di- 
rectly on the track, but I am not 
sure about that. I pot off and did 
everything I could to help I thought 
every moment the engine was going 
to leave the track."

EICHMOND FELT JAR. 


Conductor Chris 
Richmond

He said that while he 
had been in seven 
accidents,

The plant has a fine i 
appearance and is making a good 1 
growth. 


PASTURES. 


Meadows and pastures are still fur- 
nishing feed in spots here and there. 
Young clover has an excellent staml 
in all areas. The farmers are hold- 
ing their hay, not being willing to 
sell at present prices. 
The supply of native-grown white 
potatoes of good quality in local mar- 
kets is very small. The harvest of 
sweet potatoes is nearly over, though 
a few small areas remain to he dug. 
The quality of this crop is generally 
excellent. 
The supply of farm labor is abun- 
dant but the farmers have bacn do- 
ing their own work and employing 
extra labor as little as possible. 
The demand for the new crop of 
broom corn is strong and the price- 
continues to rise. 
The situation in regard to hog 
cholera is much improved. Cases of 
fornge poisoning among the horses 
have been noted at several points. 
However, the health ot all classes of 
live stock is now good on the whole.

Decatur has built twice as many 


new homes this year In the first 
eleven months as it did In the entire 
twelve months in 1920, according to 
the building statistics which Build- 
ing Inspector A. H. Cope has pre- 
pared. Up to the end of November 
this year 278 new homes have been 
built. In 1320, for the entire year, 
the total was 140. The figures for 
the investment this year are $1,102,- 
000 compared with $724,400 for all of 
1520. More moderate priced homes 
were erected this year than last. 


In Novemoer, 1921, seventy build- 


ing permits were taken out in Deca- 
tur for a total amount of $128,275, as 
compared with forty-two permits for 
the same month a year ago, Cor a 
total of $134,550. 


In the list for November o£ this 


year there are nineteen dwellings and 
thirty-four garages, compared with 
nine dwellings and twenty-five ga- 
rages for the same month in 19-0.
